Spirits ID Fiance, 


The quantity of alcoholic spirits extracted 


in Franco by distil ation from wine has been 
gradually diminishing owing to the effects 
of phylloxera and mildew on the vines, and 
in consequence the production of spirits from 
molasses, be«t root juice, grape skins and 
fi om farinaceous substances, especially maizo 
and potatoes, show s an increase. The consul 
general of the United States at Paris states 
that the spirits prtduced in Fi oi"ce ore now 
for the greater part distilled from molasses, 
and the annual production reaches 18,493,000 
gallons. The distillation of beet root juice is 
also very Important, producing alcohol of a 
good quality 
The quantity to about 13,000,- 


000 gallons, but the production is decreasing 
slightly and is b ing replaced by spirits 
made from grain. Tho production of groin

A terrific explosion recently occurred 


in broad daylight, in the n>oct thickly 
thronged jwrtion oi a K<jw i'ork city 
stujet. 
Huge paving stones and the 


he.ivy iron covers of several "manholes" 
were hurled ten feet into the air. For- 
tunately no ono was hurt seriously. 


But liko explosions have taken place 


several times in New York and else- 
where. The liability of their recurrence 
must bo born in mind constantly, in tho 
present effort to bury electric wires. The 
explosion in New York was from a hub- 
way which the board of electrical con- 
trol are constructing to convey ttle- 
graph, telephone and electric wires of all 
kinds under ground. But tho subway is 
not jet completed, and there was no 
electrical curvent passing tiirough the 
wires it contained. They have not yet 
been connected. 


Much iiiijuiry has been made to ascer- 


tain the causes of sueh explosions. With 
tlio vast array of dynamos, electrical 
wires and machines, with the return cur- 
rents from all of them passing through 
the earth, the ground beneath our large 
cities must bo tremendously charged 
with electricity .".t all times. Positive 
and negativo currents pass and repas-s 
and cross. With these there must be at 
times leaping charges of tho fluid, like 
lightning from u cloud. If an explosive 
gas ia in the tiac!. of tho current it will 
naturally take 
firo 
with tremendous 


force. There is always more or less un- 
derground leakage of both sewer gas 
and illuminating gas. It has been sug- 
kesteil Unit ventilating pipes u ould al- 
low tliis to escape harmlessly.

Tho old world orange cannat compare 


with this golden globe of "cool, sweet, 
sugary moisture." Messina oranges are 
shipped to us over seas from Sicily and 
sold at the rate of twenty for 23 cents 
retail. Tho most inferior Florida or- 
anges arc sold sometimes—not often—as 
low as sixteen for Ho cents. But the 
Messina orange is soft, pulpy and,dry. 
You will know it by its deep orange skin. 
The rind is sometimes half an inch thick. 
It runs to rind apparently. 


Tho Florida orange, on the other hand, 


is thin skinned, like the true native Amer- 
ican it is. Tlio most popular variety is 
tho russet coated. 


In America over 000,000,000 oranges 


are consumed every year. That makes 
ten apiece for cveiy man, woman one 
child in tho country. They are not al 
raised in thia country, however, thougli 
Florida ships annually 3,000,000 boxes. 
Her orange crop pays to the railways 
12,000,000 on freight alone. The cost of 
gathering and [locking tho fruit is $000,- 
000. 
And a first class ten acre Florida 


orange grove is worth $200,000. 
Ameri- 


can orango culture is going to bo one oJ 
our most flourishing industries. 


Tho First Inauguration. 


It required several days to journey 


from Baltimore to New York when 
Washington was president. Ho was in- 
augurated at Federal hall, New York 
April 80, 1789. April 10 Washington sot 
out in his own carriage from Mount Ver- 
nou to travel to New York. Ho jour- 
neyed on to Baltimore that day, rcstec 
over night, and started to Philadelphia 
next morning. 


Not till noon of April 30 did ho reach 


Philadelphia. He slept at Philadelphia. 
Trenton, N. J., was tho next stopping 
place. Thenco ho proceeded to Eliza- 
bethtovvn. There he was taken on boari 
a barge rowed by thirteen river pilots. 
In this stately way he crossed Kill von 
Kull and New York bay. 


Tho vice president, John Adams, was 


inaugurated April 22. But there was no 
place grand enough in which to inaugu- 
rate the president. So the father of hif 
country waited quietly ono week, til 
tho ornamentations were affixed to the 
old city hall, on the corner of Nassau 
and Wall streets. The congress rael 
there. 


The little seriate was in a great quan- 


dary. It numbered then only twenty- 
two members. 
Should they sit or stand 


before tho president when he came'. 
Many wero of opinion that to stauc 
smacked too much of royalty. 
Others 


thought that to sit would not be respect- 
ful. 
While they were arguing the time 


for inauguration arrived. They were 
ifc'mally presented to Washington. Then 
all proceeded to the balcony of the old 
hall. The president took tho oath there, 
in sight of tho people, just as he now 
takes it in the open air on the steps oi 
the east frunt of the Capitol.

Avoiding Railroad Strikes. 


Jlr. Charles Francis Adams contrib- 


utes an interesting paper to tho April 
Scribner on this subject. Tho railway 
interests of tho country have becomceo 
va.st tl" ',,-. "t-rfkr-on a road becomes a 
public calamity. A r.^.road company, 
says Mr. Adams, performs "liiimfoliate 
public functions. Therefore the ordinary 
relations between 
employer and em- 


ployoj cimnot ohtniii in its oac.e. 
On 


account of tlie magnitude of the interests 
involved, therefore, every means should 
be taken to avoid strikes. 


In 1SSC, the Union Pacific railroad, of 


which Sir. Adams was president, with a 
capital of ^73,000,000, controlled 5,150 
miles of road. On its pay rolls it carried a 
maximum of 11,000 men in summer and 
12,000 in winter. Taking tliis road as 
his example, Mr. Adams tells how he 
would avoid striken. 


lie divides a railway management int 


five departments. The most importan 
of theso is the department which oper 
ates the road. Tho vast majority of th 
employes belong to this department 


as conductors, engineers, brake 


men, switchmen, etc. 


Mr. Adams would inaugurate a sys 


tern of permanency and regular promo 
tions somewhat like thatof the army and 
navy, except that the employe should, of: 
course, be at liberty to resign at will. 
The employes sho i:ld be strictly separated 
into tho permanent and the temporary 
corps. The permanent corps would bo 
-hose constantly employed. The tern 
xirary one would be the class irregularly 
nil ployed. 
Promotions to the perma- 


icnt class should only be made from the 
emporary one, and that only after full 
rial. This system is at present in suc- 
essful operation in tho United States 
>ostal railway service. 


Further, there should be gradually in- 
reased pay with length of service. If a 
onductor had been in a company's serv- 
ce five years at §100 a month, then his 
ay might be raised to 8103 a month. 


With each live years of service §5 a 
mouth could be added to the pay.. 


Then a fund should be raised, contrib- 


uted to partly by employes, partly by 
the company. Only men of the perma- 
nent corps should be allowed lo contrib- 
ute. 
This fund would bo for pensioning 


retiring men and for paying expenses in 
case of sickness, accident or death. 


Finally, a board of counsel and arbi- 


tration should be chosen from both em- 
ployers and employed. In this board 
tho president of the road would meet on 
equal terms representatives of bis em- 
ployes. A permanent arbitrator should 
be Ejected by both sides, to whom diffi- 
cult questions should bo referred. His 
judgment would 1* final.

The police system of Ilumla, Intolerable M 


It h, I* r.ot a whit moro danguruug to the 
Ulx i tic« of tho pcoplo than tho French Byrtom 
nmli-r tho last Nn|iolcon ma. In tho last 
yearn of his reign ho drought tho spy corps 
to i» rfcction. Outside of tho criminal police 
tho , mporor had Ilionsonibi of political spioi 
InliHpay. No work was too degrading for 
thon, men. They had tho contempt of ttie 
regular police ami the hatred of all honest 
mon. but Napoleon increased tbeir number 
nnd encouraged tLcm In their high handed 
mon tires. lie fuared investigation, revolu- 
tion, assassination; he bcJiovod, or pretended 
to l« Move, that ho lived over a slumbering 
volrauo. French sentiment was drifting to- 
war,! lilwrty, nnd ho aimed to kill it 
The 


liussian masses are fifty years behind the 
Frem h. When the time comes they will do 
Just ia tho French did, nnd tho czar and his 
spies, and |»lico will bo helpless. 
Napoleon 


smothered liberty by throats, Insults, Impris- 
onmi nUi, confiscation and other bulldozing 
iiictli'da, but whon tho alarm came lio was 
helpli*. In one elnglo hour his power nnrl 
greatness fled nway, his numberless spies 
turmd traitor or hid themselves, and tho 
poopl,' throw off tho yoke forever. 


In I ho early days of tho war I was selected 


liy oni government to perform a certain mis- 
sion in Franco. I had traveled all over that 
country, could speak French Ilko a native, 
and 1'rtMilent Lincoln honored mo enough to 
bclio\ n in my wisdom and discretion. This 
mission was connected with tho attitude of 
Frani-n toward this republic. If Napoleon 
was not personally hostile to tho United 


U'K, and had not plans to further no 


bounillcss ambition, ho was at least causing 
great nnxiety in Washington by his hesitancy 
and lialf-heartedncss. 


Win n 1 landed in Havre I was surrounded 


with nil tho safeguards one could ask for. I 
had my certificate of American citizenship, a 
passport, u letter to the American minister, 
and my movements wcro to bo controlled 
from liia headquarters. My departure from 
\Vosliingtonwas known to loss than half a 
dozen "Hicials. Wo had no oconn telegraph 
In thd'idaya Thero were French men among 
my fellow (Kissengers, but I had been very 
discrtx-t, I may have been over cautious. It 
imiy havo been for this very reason that I 
was ", |*tt«d" UK soon as I walked down tho 
King plunk, for Knotted I was. I had been 
tngag, ,1 in detective and secret service work 
Ji'iiSmougl. toplek up a good many point- 
ers. I hod shadowed men, nnd I know how 
to del, rt a shadow on my own trail As I

"No. I am an American, from Now York."

During tho day I called upon tho secretary 


of legation for consultation, and when I told 
him of t he spies, ho said that every American 
In tho country was under surveillance to a 
greater nr less degree. Tho war in tho United 
States w OM exciting tho French people and 
making fhoin restless, and the [tolitical police 
hod been doubled In nurnlrcr. Involution 
was breeding, and Napoleon was determined 
to apply tho knife with vigorous hand. Sus- 
pects were arrested and imprisoned in tho 
most arbitrary manner, and no one felt that 
ho could trust any ono outside his own fam- 
ily. 


I was to go from Paris to Reims. Spies 


had followed mo everywhere In Paris, and I 
planned to get out of tho city without being 
Hhadowed. 
Tho clerk at tho hotel oflieo 


hoped I would give him a day's notice of my 
Intended departure. Ho wanted to inform 
tho spies, but I determined to beat him. 1 
ate my dinner us usual, went out for a stroll, 
and when I returned I rushed for a valise, al- 
ready pr< pared, demanded my bill on the in- 
stant and was out of tho house in ten minutes 
pleading n case of lifo or death.
